General Survey of Town’s 
Finances Made at Round- 


The round-table conference held at 
the suggestion of the finance commit- 
tee following the regular meeting of 
the town council on Monday evening 
last, to discuss ways and means of 
lowering the taxes for 1933, revealed 
the fact that $11,000 arrears had been 
collected, but up to the end of October 
only 48 per cent of the current taxes 
had been paid. 

The following members of council 
were present: Mayor McMillan, Coun- 
cillors Henning, Pratt, Porteous and 
Charters, 

T. W. Lawlor and Dr. Little repre- 
sented the public schools; E, M. 
Lanctot, J. W. Leitgeb and A, Alt the 
separate school; W. Sharpe, chairman 
of the municipal hospital board, the 
hospital. 

The mayor explained that the meet- 
ing was called in order to get to- 
gether and discuss the finances for 
1933. He pointed out that consider- 
ing that half the taxes go to schools, 
it was desirable that taxes for the 
coming year be as low as possible to 
meet the conditions, If there was 
anyway that services all round could

Public Control of 
Medium Exchange 
The Solution 


I. V. Macklin, who led the discussion 
on the causes and cure of the depres- 
sion at the Economic Forum on 
Wednesday evening, November 16, 
took up the question of money. Briefly 
stated, the speaker’s solution was the 
public control of the medium of ex- 
change. 

Mr. Ma¢klin spoke in part as fol- 
lows: 

“It is no longer possible to fight our 
way out of our difficulties. Neither is 
it possible to work our way out in a 
world wherein there are so many un- 
sold goods. Therefore the only way 
is to think our way out. 

“I congratulate those who opened 
this Economic Forum, because they 
have provided therein a means where- 
by everyone can be heard, their un- 
workable fancies eliminated by critic- 
ism and discussion and their facts re- 
tained. Out of the facts and rational 
conclusions of many minds we might 
be better able to understand where 
we are at and what we are going to 
do about it.” 

The speaker then dealt with various 


causes assigned by others as being 
responsible for the depression, and 
pointed out that over-production, 
under - consumption, unemployment,

Danger In Cold Floor and Seats 

Un'ess avery. bad precedent 
broken this winter thousands of meet- 
ings will again be held in seldom-used 
public halls, warmed with blazing fires 
lit only half an hour or so in advance 
of the appointed hour, The floors and 
walls of such a building remain ice- 
cold after the ceiling air above the 
stove has become super-heated, That 
wise motto “Feet warm and _ head 
cool” will be dangerously reversed, If 
seating capacity is over-taxed green 
spruce plank, perhaps ice-coated or 
snowy, will be brought in at the last 
moment for men, women and children 
to occupy. (Incidentally, as the hard- 
ened resin melts it will stick to the 
clothes). A masonry foundation with 
furnace heating is the proper thing for 
a community hall in a cold climate. 
Failing that the assembly room should 
have a good fire burning for at least 
half a day in advance of the gathering 
so that floors, walls, seats and plank 
be needed for extra seating 
may well warmed through.

Buried Weed Seeds Grow After 
Thirty Years 


In 1902 at the Arlington Experiment 
Farm, in Virginia, 112 sets of seeds 
were buried in pots filled with soil, at 
depths of 8, 22, and 42 inches. Differ- 
ent sets of the seeds have been dug up 
since then. In 1923, 51 of the varie- 
ties germinated when planted, In 1982 
the number was 35, 

“Surprising was the rapidity with 
which some of the weed seeds germin- 
ated,” says Dr. EB. H. Toole, Physiolo- 
gist of the Bureau of Plant Industry, 
Seeds of crop plants have been used 
in the experiment also, but none of 
them has ever sprouted after planting, 
he says,

|)Former Grande 


Prairie Dist. Boy 
Drowned in Yuko 


Mra. Jim Tissington of Flying Shot 
recently received word that Frank 
Sullivan, son of Mr. and Mrs, John V. 
Sullivan, formerly of the Grande 
Prairie district, was drowned in the 
Stewart River in the Yukon, 

The Sullivans are well known here, 
having homesteaded near the Harry 
Adair ranch and later operated the 
farm now owned by Alex, Keeve. 

Frank Sullivan, who was 16 years 
of age when he met his tragic death, 
was born on the homestead. 

Under date of September 10 the 
Dawson News carried the following 
story of the drowning of young Sulli- 
van: 

“MAYO, Y. T., Aug, 25.—One of the 
most tragic and saddest of accidents 
in the history of the Mayo district of 
Yukon was the drowning in the 
Stewart River, in front of Mayo, on 
Saturday, August 20, of Frank Alex- 
ander Sullivan, son of Mr. and Mrs, 
John V. Sullivan of Keno, 

“Frank, who was nearly 16 years of 
age, had been assisting the Kimbel 
Brothers in their logging and sawmill 
operations on the Stewart and had 
been with them but a short time, doing 
light work, largely as a diversion or 
vacation for the summer, and had 
been away from the family home at 
Keno but a short time. He had occa- 
sion to make a trip up the river from 
Mayo with Dick Kimbel and several 
others, and, starting back, Dick took 
a canoe, while the others, James Mer- 
vyn, well-known Upper Stewart trader 
and miner, and his 18-year-old son, 
Kaiser, and Arthur Oligney boarded 
a large raft, carrying 75 cords of cord- 
wood, They started from Royston's 
ranch. The raft went ahead, and Dick 
Kimbel followed with the canoe short- 
ly afterward, but did not arrive at 
Mayo until after the accident. The 
raft made the Mayo waterfront, and 


the hangar of the Treadwell 
Company, in the bend at the upper 
end of town. A corner of the raft 
struck the sloping shore, and all were 
busy with poles, keeping it offshore 
until the desired landing-place should 
be reached, Frank had just shoved 
off one corner with his pole and re- 
marked afterward there was plenty of 
water then under the corner where he 
stood. He reached over as though to 
feel for the bottom again, and must 
have lost his balance. He fell into 
the river. He was a good swimmer 
and started, witnesses say, to swim 
with determination, but seemed to 
hold about the same place off shore 
while the heavy raft kept on moving 
down stream and away from him. He 
had on very heavy hobnailed boots, 
and these, with his heavy clothing, 
are believed to have overcome him, 
for he suddenly went down and did 
not rise again. Standing on the near- 
by shore, but too far away to be able 
to be of assistance, were Thomas Port- 
lock and Stanley White, Frank's 
brother, Jack, had just left the land- 
ing, and hurried back when he heard 
the cry of alarm, 

“A search was started immediately 
for the body. Many citizens turned 
out with rowboats and launches and 
dragged the river bottom in vicinity 
of the accident until about 8 o'clock 
in the evening, when a boat in charge 
of Arthur Oligney and Archie Currie 
found the body. It had been in the 


water since about 4 p.m. Frank's 
watch, found in his pocket, had 
stopped at 4:05 o'clock, Sergeant 


Tidd of the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police took charge of the body and 
had it removed to the undertaking 
parlors, In the meantime the parents 
and others of the family at Keno had 
been notified by long distance tele- 
phone and had come to Mayo by auto, 
some forty miles. 

“The funeral was held at Mayo on 
Monday, August 22, with the main 
service in St. Mary’s, Church of Eng- 
land, with Rev, A. C. McCallum offi- 
ciating. The casket and sides of the 
altar bore numerous beautiful floral 
tributes, tokens of deepest sympathy 
and esteem from many of the citizens 
of Mayo, Keno, Wernecke, and other 
portions of the district, All members 
of the immediate family of the de- 
ceased were present, including Mr. and 
Mrs, Sullivan, the parents; and their 
three daughters, Laura, Florence and 
Mabel; and sons, Glenm and Jack. 
Frank was a twin to his sister, Flor- 
ence, better known to her friends as 
Dolly. They were born at Grande!

word in that department of radio, 

According to service men, faulty 
radio tubes are the chief cause of 
radio trouble and one of the fir at | 
things to do when a radio ts not work 
ing efficiently is to have its tubes 
properly tested, | 

Isell-tleming s new tube tester is 
illustrated in the accompanying half- 
tone picture, taken from a photograph, 
(hia picture, it should be noted, does 
not show the tester in its complete 
ness, the socket tags not being shown | 
and the illustration shows four less 
sockets than will actually be used, 

This new tester should be of great 
benefit and may save a set from being 
uselessly taken apart. All interested 
are invited by Mr, Bell and Mr, Flem- 
ing to call at the store and see the new | 
apparatus, Tubes are tested free 

Operation of the tester consists of 
three distinct steps, The first step 
is the short test, The tube is simply 
inserted in the short-test socket if 
a short is present, the lamp behind the 
short indicator panel lights and the 
tube should be rejected, 

if the tube passes the short test, 
and if it is of the heater type, it is 
placed in a pre-heating socket, Sey 
j eral of these sockets are provided 
some are five-prong sockets and some 
six-prong to pre-heat the 2',-volt 
heater type tube. 

Next comes the operation test. The 
tube is placed in the socket bearing 
the same number as the tube, The 
line voltage meter is inspected and 
| if it does not read on the red line, 
j/the knob immediately below is ad 
justed until this meter reads on that 


line, 

Only one large actually 
used to measure the characteristics of 
the tubes, This meter has two scales: 


meter is 


the upper black scale 0 to 150 milli- 
amperes, the lower red scale 0 to 30 
milliamperes. The meter normally 
reads on the black scale, When a 
tube is placed in the operation test, 
the meter is in the cireuit and will 
give a deflection unless the tube is 
inoperative. 

The socket tags bearing the tube 
socket numbers also carry numbers 
indicating the rejection limit for the 
tube. Some of these numbers are 
printed in black and some in red, 
Tubes that have their rejection limit 
printed in black are tested by reading 
the difference between two readings, 
the first reading being taken without 
pressing any of the push buttons, the 
second reading being taken with the 
black push button pressed down, If 
the tube has its rejection limit printed 
in red, it is tested first with the red 


button pushed down and second with 
both the red and black buttons pushed 
down. The red button is not pressed 
down if the meter reads over 
30 on the black seale, 

This large meter also is 
test full-wave rectifier tubes, 
UX-280, Westinghouse 82 and West 
inghouse 83, These tubes are placed 
in the proper socket without pressing 
any of the push buttons, The meter 
then reads the efficiency of one plate
